separate, individual, and unique. 

Back in the day, mass media wasn't in full swing. 
TV was a new invention and even radio commercials 
were tiny tame tidbits that didn't invade one's enjoyment 
of programming.

Former Mattapoisett Men are Drag Racing Legends

Two former Mattapoisett men who made quarter- 
mile drag racing history in the 1960s brought home the 
California gold in 2015. 

In October of 1958, David Vermilya from 
Atkinson Way and two of his friends headed toward 
Southern California stuffed in a 1932 Ford pickup truck. 
Vermilya owned a 1934 Chevy powered Ford convertible, 
but opted for the pickup. They planned to get jobs, spend 
the winter, and then return home. The two friends came 
home; Vermilya stayed 11 years. 

Shortly after, Nick Marshall from North Street 
and a friend headed west in Nick's Olds powered 1934 
Ford coupe. Their main interest was the hot rod and drag 
racing scene and "Bones" Balogh, Nick's drag racing idol. 

After years of racing their own cars or teaming up 
with others, Vermilya and Marshall got together and built 
a top fuel dragster (AA/FD). It was decided Marshall 
would be the fearless driver who would later be known as 
"Slick Nick." 

These two did their own engine design and 
building, figured out traction and handling problems and 
all the other work required, plus both had excellent full- 
time jobs.

Taking time off from work, they toured the 
country's drag strips, setting record after record. Their 
accomplishments include Top Eliminator in Pomona 
Valley, California, and then they went east to Sanford, 
Maine, where theirs was the first car to top 200 miles per 
hour. They won Top Eliminator in Cordova, Illinois, and 
they won low elapsed time in Bakersfield, CA where they 
also won top speed against 105 AA/FDs. 

They went on to Long Beach, CA where they 
won top speed, low elapsed time, and Top Eliminator, 

214 mph, 7.41 seconds elapsed time; in West Salem, Ohio, 
they won top speed of the meet at 216.85 mph and Top 
Eliminator. At the Indianapolis Nationals, they won top 
speed at 218 mph. In Irwindale, CA, at the Goodyear Tire 
Test, Marshall and Vermilya turned the highest speed ever 
recorded at 220 mph. 

Over the years, the two have been inducted into 
the Ty-Rods New England Hot Rod Hall of Fame and 
the Orientals Hot Rod Club Hall of Fame. Finally, after 
49 years, the California Motorsports Museum inducted 
Marshall and Vermilya into the National Hot Rod 
Association Hall of Fame, presented to them this summer 
at the third Annual Hot Rod Reunion in Epping, NH. 

Vermilya now lives in Rochester, MA with his 
wife, Caryl, drives his fully-restored '33 Ford Convertible, 
and works full time as a machinist. 

Marshall lives in Keller, Texas, with his wife, Sally, 
drives his 700 hp, 180 mph 2008 Corvette, and is retired. 


Town to Pursue Grant Tabled by Town Meeting 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen voted on 
November 3 to move forward with an application for 
a New England Program Water Quality Management 
grant, although voters at the October 26 Special Town 
Meeting tabled the article to appropriate $50,000 to obtain 
the $200,000 grant to study the feasibility of expanding 
municipal sewer service to Aucoot Cove residents of 
Marion and Mattapoisett. 

Voters expressed concerns about such a project, 
asking who would pay for the sewer expansion, why

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should the Town provide service to Mattapoisett, and 
how could the town expand sewer services with a current 
moratorium on new sewer tie-ins? 

Even though the selectmen were denied the 
$50,000 at Town Meeting to contribute to the grant. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said he subsequently 
discovered that instead of contributing the cash, the 
Town could contribute in-kind services totaling $50,000. 
An example of in-kind services would include the pro- 
bono assistance of the engineering firm in applying for 
the grant, as well as assistance from the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition in preparing the grant application. 

The sentiment of the selectmen was that we will 
never know if the expansion is possible unless we move 
forward with the engineering study. 

The pressure was on with a Friday deadline, 
just three days to submit the final application. Selectmen 
and Dawson maintained that pursuing the study with 
grant funding would show a good faith effort to reduce 
nitrogen pollution in the harbor on behalf of the town 
to the EPA, which is still considering the final terms of 
a new National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
(NPDES) permit. 

"It is very important [to know] that we have 
to give something to get something," said Selectman 
Jonathan Henry. "In a nutshell, I think . . . it's critical for 
us to get this grant . . . and do this with a view toward 
reducing nitrogen in Aucoot Cove."

Dawson posed the question on public policy: 
"What exactly is the will of the voters here?" 

Chairman Stephen Cushing pointed out that 
moving forward with the grant application does not 
commit the Town to the sewer expansion project. Dawson 
commented that no one was even sure whether it was 
possible or not. They all agreed on one thing, however - 
going for this grant might reflect positively on the EPA as 
it makes its NPDES decision. 

"We're trying to deal with a federal agency that 
has a really large hammer and they're about to hit us with 
it," said Cushing. And the selectmen are looking to shield 
the town from taking "one hell of a hit," as Cushing put it. 

Furthermore, the motion made by Town Meeting 
was to table the article - not reject it, as selectmen pointed 
out. 

Unanimously, the board voted to pursue the 
grant, using the value of $50,000 of in-kind services 
instead of the cash as the town's contribution. 

In other matters, selectmen voted to offer the 
harbormaster position to current Assistant Harbormaster 
Isaac Perry, although Henry first recommended the Town 
move ahead with a formal application process "to see 
what's out there." 

"I have spent some time at the harbormaster's 
office. I observe what goes on," said Cushing, who 
said Perry could easily move into the position with 
competence and confidence. "I don't see a real need to 
go through the whole posting and interviewing when we 
have a very, very strong person in . . . the position." 

Selectman Jody Dickerson agreed. 

"I just think this person is perfect for the job," 
Dickerson said. "I think, if we've got steak, why have 
hamburger?" 

For the record, Dawson said. Perry has submitted 
a letter of interest in retiring Harbormaster Michael 
Cormier's position. Cormier officially retires January 1, 
2016. 

Also during the meeting, selectmen accepted the 
recommendation of the Board of Assessors to raise the 
tax rate by 20 cents and to keep a single tax rate rather 
than split the tax rate between residential and commercial

Rochester Postpones Special TM Indefinitely 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen voted 
November 2 to indefinitely postpone the November 
30 Special Fall Town Meeting until pending legislation 
finally resolves the matter of the 2015 Annual Town 
Meeting's lack of a quorum. 

In light of the after-the-fact discovery of the 
absence of the quorum, the Town contacted the attorney 
general's office and was required to file special legislation 
to accept the results of the Town Meeting votes; otherwise, 
the town meeting would have to be repeated. 

Town Administrator Michael McCue said, with 
the legislation still under review by the Joint Committee 
on Municipalities and Regional Government, it would 
be best to hold off on holding a subsequent Special Town 
Meeting until the previous one was officially accepted. 

McCue said the move was intended to "give the 
townspeople the assurance that everything is settled." 

"We don't want anything hanging over the 
Special ... if there's any question on the legality of the 
Annual," McCue said during a follow-up interview.

McCue said he would be attending a hearing 
in Boston with the joint committee on November 13 to 
hold informal talks on the special legislation. McCue 
said, given the circumstances, he could not guarantee the 
issue of the Annual would be resolved by November 30. 
Furthermore, with the holiday season approaching, he 
doubted there would be any subsequent Special Town 
Meeting until further into 2016. 

"I felt it made more sense to make sure that we 
had a successful Town Meeting that is not a question 
anymore." 

Selectmen voted unanimously to postpone the 

Special. 

In other matters, the board voted to accept the 
donation of a roughly 100-acre parcel on Snipatuit Road 
from the Melink Corporation, developers of a proposed 
solar farm abutting the land. Concerns over liability to the 
Town were put to rest once the town's insurance provider 
told McCue that there would be no additional costs to the 
town's insurance policy. 

"My concerns . . . centered around exposure of the 
Town and costs to the Town," said McCue. "The exposure 
to the Town would be minimal ... if not non-existent." 

Concerns about the loss in tax revenue were also 
dispelled, given that the loss to the Town would only be 
$78. 

Also during the meeting. Water Commissioner 
Fred Underhill introduced a draft of a proposed bylaw

aimed at curbing local businesses and commercial entities 
from the unpermitted taking of water from area natural 
water resources for commercial gain. 

The proposed bylaw comes on the heels of a 
number of recent complaints that local landscaping 
company Yard Boss had been pumping water from 
Snipatuit Pond and from the Mattapoisett River off Route 
6 directly into its hydro-seeding equipment truck without 
a permit and without any visible safeguards in place to 
protect the environment from cross-contamination. 

Underhill said all four towns - Rochester, 

Marion, Mattapoisett, and Fairhaven - belonging to 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee would need to adopt a similar 
bylaw because they are "under the gun from DEP. . 

"And here we have commercial entities that are 
coming in and taking out water resources, selling it . . . 
sometimes on private property," said Underhill. "We have 
some serious problems.... The DEP is forcing the water 
departments in the three towns ... to do a lot of mitigation 
and it's gonna get very expensive and it's requiring the 
district to monitor the flow of the Mattapoisett River 
and if there isn't enough water going down there, we're 
gonna have to take strict measures to cut off people from 
using outside water." 

The bylaw was to appear on the November 30 
Special Town Meeting but will instead be reviewed and 
approached at the next scheduled town meeting.

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may be due , 
but getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore. Any 
hints? 

Cats are not dumb. If they see the cat carrier come out 
they disappear. Some cats don’t mind the carrier if it is 
left out all year round. Feed them in the carrier, allow 
them to nap in it, let it be associated with more pleas- 
ant experiences than a car ride. 

If you haven’t gotten the cat to think positively 
about the carrier, put the cat in a bathroom prior to get- 
ting the carrier out of the basement. That way the cat 
can’t disappear. Bring the carrier into the bathroom and 
keep the door closed so the cat won’t escape. Feliway 
is a pheromone that may decrease your cat’s anxiety 
when it is sprayed or wiped on the carrier.

Lack of Responsiveness Allegations Debunked

It was deep into the evening's meeting before 
Attorneys Brian Winner and Jonathan Silver stein of 
Kopelman and Paige, Mattapoisett's town counsel, were 
asked to join the Mattapoisett Planning Board at the 
conference table.

According to the website of the Town of Marion, 
the Master Plan is the "long term policy document 
that helps the community manage growth and change, 
preserve its natural resources, maintain public facilities 
and services, protect property rights, and build upon its 
strong character." 

Hills noted that SRPEDD was drafting a final 
draft of the Master Plan document for review, following 
a workshop on October 24. This workshop specifically 
related to the town's services, facilities, and transportation 
system. 

While Planning Board members felt that the 
workshop was a success and that it received a diverse 
cross-section of citizens, there were still some concerns. 

"We need a way to reach out to more people," 
said Popitz. "We're still missing a lot of people with 
valuable input." 

Ferrari proposed the idea of developing a 
feedback form to send into the community, hoping to give 
locals more opportunity to voice their opinions. 

"We've been working diligently to get more 
information out," Ferrari said. 

Marum replied, "We need to give people an 
avenue. They can email the Planning Board with their 
ideas or call. If they have an opportunity and know the 
avenues, we'll get better feedback and ideas. More people 
would like to participate ... we should make it available."

Aquaculture Farm Approval Still Pending 

Marion Conservation Commission 

By Jean Perry 

Applicant to establish an aquaculture farm off 
Ram Island Shea Doonan will have to wait further for 
the Marion Conservation Commission to grant, or not to 
grant, his Request for Determination of Applicability for 
the project. 

Continued from October 14, the public hearing 
was again continued until November 18 until Doonan, 
annoyed abutter Michael Moore of Ram Island, the 
harbormaster, and the Marion Board of Selectmen can 
further come to an agreement on placement of markers of 
Doonan's proposed shellfish farm. 

On October 28, the commission again expressed 
its discomfort voting on a determination for Doonan's 
application until further talks can resolve Moore's 
issues, the selectmen's concerns, and now neighboring 
aquaculture farmer Catherine Brodeur's concerns. 

After hearing from Doonan and Moore, Brodeur 
approached the podium to say that Doonan's project 
would be close to her site, thus inviting the possibility 
of cross-contamination should a disease outbreak occur. 
She also commented that the eastern markers encroach an 
area utilized by boat traffic. 
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"I would've thought it would be nice if you had 
come and introduced yourself," said Brodeur to Doonan. 
"We could've spoken a little bit." 

Brodeur also said she thought Doonan' s RDA 
application lacked pertinent information. 

Moore continued with his enduring concerns 
over how Doonan pursued the project without consulting 
him, leaving him still unable to condone the project out of 
spite for Doonan' s lack of communication. 

"He has addressed my comments," stated Moore, 
"But we haven't agreed that the addressing thereof is 
satisfactory in my point of view." 

Moore apologized to the commission for 
behaving "forcefully" during the last meeting, saying 
it was because he had only known about the project for 
24 hours. He said he was reacting then, but now, calmly 
addressing the commission, he has had some time to 
think about the matter. 

Moore handed out an aerial image of the site, 
maintaining that the aquaculture farm would encumber 
boat traffic, even with the subsequent changes made with 
the assistance of the harbormaster. 

"Nothing's really changed in my perspective," 
said Moore. 

Although Doonan wanted the commission to vote 
to determine the RDA, Chairman Normal Hills preferred 
to continue it, should further changes be made to the 
plan in the meantime. Hills told Doonan the selectmen 
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have the final say on the future of the aquaculture farm 
whether the commission acts that night or not. 

Commission member Cynthia Trinidad candidly 
told Doonan that she plans to vote 'nay' on the project just 
because of Doonan' s attitude. 

"These gentlemen are a lot nicer than me," said 
Trinidad, gesturing to the other commissioners. "I would 
vote 'no' already I will probably continue to vote 'no' for 
this project." 

Trinidad said she did not reject the idea of an 
aquaculture farm; rather, she resented Doonan's attitude 
towards the project, calling him "lackadaisical." 

"There were emails [between Doonan and the 
commission] . . . that had Mr. Moore's email on it, so you 
knew that we wanted you to make some kind of approach 
to him." 

The commission members, at the end of the 
meeting, agreed that Doonan should have "handled the 
situation" differently 

Also during the meeting, the Conservation 
Commission granted both a positive and negative 
determination (no Notice of Intent required) for different 
aspects of a plan to repair a residential septic system for 
Robert Nau at 53 Piney Point Road. 

John Almy received a negative determination for 
the demolition of two decks to be replaced by two new 
larger decks at 93C Piney Point Road. 

The Sippican Lands trust received a negative 
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determination for an Eagle Scout to install a wooden 
boardwalk through some wetlands at the White Eagle 
property off Parlowtown Road. 

The commission issued a three-year extension 
to Shay and Christine Assad at 31 Cove Street to remove 
invasive species from the property. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for November 18 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House. 

Rochester ConCom Endorses Water Bylaw 

Rochester Conservation Commission

"I'm for it one hundred percent," Rochester 
Conservation Commission Chairman Rosemary Smith 
said on November 3 in response to a positive vote by the 
commission - voting in favor of surface water protection 
bylaws. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon, also a 
member of the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee (MRVWSPAC), asked the 
commission to review a draft of bylaws developed by the 
MRVWSPAC. The goal, as stated by Farinon, is to protect 
the surface water supply from commercial water taking 
and possible fresh water contamination. 

Farinon reminded the ConCom that water taking 
from Snipatuit Pond and Mattapoisett River by various 
commercial entities has been a problem, not only for 
Rochester, but also for other towns that are members of 
the MRVWSPAC. 

"The advisory committee has looked at this issue 
over the years," Farinon said. "We need a mechanism to 
prohibit withdrawal of surface water. ... We've looked at 
the Wetlands Protection Act, but it is difficult to enforce. . . . 
We have to prove disturbance," said Farinon. 

Farinon said she had conferred with the DEP 
who advised that local bylaws were "the real true way 
we can deal with this." She told them that the water 
commissioners will be sponsoring an article for a 
subsequent town meeting warrant for the bylaws, but 
wanted the Conservation Commission's support and 
endorsement as well. They unanimously moved to 
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support and endorse the bylaws. 

Presently, the document is a draft with language 
to be finalized in the coming weeks. Once that is 
completed, the Conservation Commission will have a 
final look at the bylaws before they go before the voters. 

Farinon said the selectmen will announce a 
2016 date for a Special Town Meeting in light of the 
postponement of the November 30 Special. 

In other business, a Request for Determination 
of Applicability filed by Gordon Sylvia, 681 Walnut Plain 
Road, for the removal of trees blown down by storms 
in 2013, was given a negative determination and was 
approved. 

A request for a Certificate of Compliance for 
Steven Striar, Old Schoolhouse Road, was granted. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for November 17 at 7:00 pm in 
the Rochester Town Hall meeting room. 

Waterfront Wish List Discussed 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

Mattapoisett' s most sensitive and important 
feature is its seaside location. Protecting the harbor, the 
water, and surrounding waterfront features falls to several 
boards and committees; yet, one has been quietly striving 
for months to give form and meaning to a harbor master 
plan fit for state certification, as well as a new set of rules. 
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regulations, and fees for the boating community. 

On October 29, the Mattapoisett Marine Advisory 
Board met to discuss these documents and to hear from 
Harbormaster Jill Simmons. 

MAB member Robert Moore, who was not in 
attendance for this meeting, has reached out to town 
counsel, MAB Chairman John Cornish said, to vet new 
rules and regulations. The MAB has been tasked by the 
Board of Selectmen to provide updated guidelines for 
the boaters using Mattapoisett' s waterways, looking at 
everything from mooring fees to pump-out requirements 
for the growing recreational boating public. Not only does 
the MAB need to take residents' needs into consideration, 
but also those of visiting boaters known as transients. 
Usage fees are a prime focus of the MAB's task at hand. 

Another major effort on the shoulders of the MAB 
is revising the harbor master plan into a coastal zone 
management document that will pass a number of state 
regulatory agencies. 

During a previous meeting. Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne, along with South Coastal Regional 
Coordinator David Janik for the Massachusetts Coastal 
Zone Management Office, a branch of the Executive Office 
of Energy and Environmental Affairs, met with the MAB 
to discuss this matter. Now, months later, their work 
continues. 

As the members poured over maps, Cornish said, 
"Let's think about why we are writing this ... to protect 
our harbor." 

Simmons reported that Gagne requested the 
MAB's attendance at a future working meeting on 
November 12 with the selectmen. A time for the meeting 
was not confirmed. Gagne asked the MAB to prepare to 
discuss three main topics: 1) new fee schedule for 2016; 

2) mapping for coastal zone management planning; 
and 3) priority list for capitol improvements along the 
waterfront. 

The members cited insufficient information as 
the reason why they could not provide an updated fee 
structure to the selectmen. 

Simmons said she had not been provided with 
all invoices from the town accountant's office, making 
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it difficult to ascertain the full costs associated with the 
waterfront enterprise. 

"I don't believe we have enough information on 
total expenses and income to work on new fees," said 
member Mike Church. 

Members were able to prioritize a wish list of 
capitol projects pulled together by Simmons. From most 
important to least, the list reads: expanded dinghy dock 
spaces, small boat purchase for inshore work, public 
safety float for fire boat, additional kayak racks at various 
locations, piling work on Long Wharf, parking lot re- 
paving, float for town landing, video security system, and 
a pump-out boat. 

Simmons also presented the MAB with two 
conceptual drawings of potential new locations for 
dinghies. 

In one drawing, a reconfiguration of spaces now 
along Barstow Pier with additional floats and a new ramp 
location drew positive responses from the members. 

"I've been wanting this for years," said Cornish. 

A second concept showed a floating dock system 
between the town's public beach and private property on 
Water Street. Simmons pointed out that there is a swim 
line there and a stone jetty, making the floating dock 
system idea another reasonable option, she felt. 

"There isn't any reason why we couldn't have 
both," said Cornish. 

The next regular meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Marine Advisory Board is scheduled for November 19 at 
7:00 pm in the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room.

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Obituaries: 

Long-time Mattapoisett resident George 
M. Barden Jr., musician, mineralogist, 
research genealogist, skilled carpenter/ 
cabinetmaker, polymath, died September 
28 2015, aged 97. His Big Band swing 
era arrangements and compositions were 
played by three dozen bands and perform- 
ers, including a million- selling record 
among nearly 50 recordings of his arrangements. 

George M Barden Jr. was born on November 6, 1917 
in Wollaston, MA and spent his early years in and around 
Quincy, MA, and his junior high school and high school years 
in Miami, FL. He grew up in a musical household and started 
piano lessons at the age of six - and was still playing the piano 
and arranging until a few days before his death at the age of 
97. But his great musical love was the tmmpet; as a teenager 
he played first trumpet in the award-winning Miami Junior 
Symphony Orchestra as well as various local bands. The 
Miami Junior Symphony was awash in talent, and he played 
with and continued as friends with Leonard Rose (principal 
cellist of the New York Philharmonic, later a celebrated in- 
structor at the Curtis Institute of Music and Julliard School of 
Music), Louis Elie (violinist in the New York Philharmonic), 
and Lowell “Skip” Martin (who played with Tommy Dorsey, 
Woody Hermann, and had a successful writing and arranging 
career in Hollywood). 

His interest turned forever to big band swing jazz in his 
high school years, but he recognized the need for formal musi- 
cal training, and attended Boston University School of Music 
starting in 1933, where he studied harmony and music theory 
and had the opportunity to play trumpet in the BU Symphony 


and was invited to play in Arthur Fiedler’s City Symphony. At 
the end of his third year, he was invited to join the Dean Hud- 
son Orchestra, a swing band touring the east coast of the US. 
Barden jumped at the chance, correctly assessing this as an 
opportunity to further his education at an accelerated rate. He 
toured with Dean Hudson from 1937 through 1941, becom- 
ing the band’s arranger as well as trumpet player. When Dean 
Hudson and several other band members were drafted early in 
WW II, he joined the Royce Stoenner Orchestra, also an east 
coast swing band, for six months. 

Many Big Bands were losing members as World War II 
began and personnel either enlisted or were drafted. In 1942, 
Glen Miller’s band was the house band at the famous Cafe 
Rouge in New York (perhaps the most prestigious Big Band 
booking in America), but Miller and selected band members 
enlisted in the US Army Air Force with the mandate to make 
swing music part of the military marching repertoire, leaving 
the Cafe Rouge with no house band. Amid much speculation 
about Miller’s successor, the Bob Allen Band was booked 
into the Cafe Rouge, and Bob Allen asked Barden to become 
the band’s arranger. The band opened to high critical acclaim, 
including specific mention of Barden’s arrangements (“Bob 
Allen Band Now Sensational,” Down Beat, Nov 1, 1942 and 
“Manhattan’s Music Makers,” The Host, Oct 1942). 

In the USAAF, Miller needed a larger staff to fulfil his 
mandate to modernize military music. The Draft was taking 
its toll on the Bob Allen Band and Barden was invited to join 
Miller’s organization in the USAAF as an arranger, which 
he did, enlisting and then joining the Glen Miller USAAF 
Band in Atlantic City and then moving with them to New 
Haven. However, there were strong traditional elements in the 
USAAF, and Miller was encountering stiff internal opposition 
to his project. In 1944, Miller gave up on the idea of modern-

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izing military music, dismantled the organization, and took 
a smaller band to England, while the rest of his organization 
was dispersed. Barden stayed behind and was trained to serve 
as a radio operator. Yet wherever he was stationed during the 
war, he always also served in the band attached to that post, 
both as arranger and performer. Having a true eye as well as 
perfect pitch, he also earned a rifle marksman medal. 

In 1941, Barden had married Clyda Magee of Washing- 
ton DC, and they had a son in 1944, George M Barden III. But 
with the separations and stress imposed by military service the 
marriage ultimately did not survive, and they divorced. When 
Clyda remarried, the young boy was renamed Tom Edwards 
by his adoptive father, Congressman Don Edwards. 

Upon his release from active duty in late 1945, Barden 
immediately joined the Randy Brooks Orchestra, where he 
initially shared arranging assignments with John Benson 
Brooks (no relation to Randy), eventually taking over all 
arranging for the band. The Randy Brooks Orchestra thrived 
in the post-war years, playing in many of the top venues of 
the day, including the Cafe Rouge, The Latin Quarter, Frank 
Dailey’s Meadowbrook, the Beverly Hills Country Club, and 
others, recording a number of hit records, and playing many 
radio spots. Randy Brooks’ largest-selling hit record was 
“Tenderly” which sold over a million records and which was 
arranged by Barden. The story of that particular arrangement 
is described in the Time-Life series of books The Swing Era, 
Volume 1946. This became Barden’s most celebrated arrange- 
ment, and continues as a well-known musical standard to this 
day. 

The Randy Brooks Orchestra failed in 1948 due to 
Brooks’ failing health and an ill-advised linkage with Ina Rae 
Hutton’s band. Barden based himself in New York and found 
himself in high demand as a free-lance arranger, providing 
arrangements for many of the top names of the day, including 
Vincent Lopez, Art Mooney, Vaughn Monroe, Skitch Hender- 
son, Dizzy Gillespie, The Ames Brothers, Johnny Desmond 
and many others. He formed many friendships in the New 
York music scene, including with Emile Charlap, the pre- 
mier music copyist of the day and later the 802 Music Union 
Contract Agent for New York City; they kept in touch until 
Charlap ’s death in 2015. He also became the staff arranger 
(1948-50) for Vincent Lopez, the venerable band leader whose 
band had permanent residence at the Grille Room in the Taft 
Hotel, with a radio program once per week. 

Barden married Virginia Rossney in January 1947 and 
had two sons, Robert born in 1947 and Richard in 1948. 

Within a few years, seeing the direction of music changing 
and not wanting to follow the new trends, he quit the music 
business in 1951 and moved his family to Long Island, where 
he lived until 1980. Here, he invented a new career for himself 
in mechanical and electronic manufacturing, and actively par- 
ticipated in his sons’ lives through the scouts, Little League, 
and school activities. During this time, he honed the carpentry 
skills taught to him by his father by expanding and finishing 


the interior of his Levitt house, and acquired a new interest 
in geology, mineralogy, and fossils that would stay with him 
for the rest of his life. He and his wife Virginia went on many 
rock and fossil hunting expeditions in the north eastern US, 
Canada, Colorado and New Mexico. They spent many happy 
hours polishing and finishing the rocks and making them into 
jewellery to sell at local craft fairs. 

In 1980, Barden retired and moved to the house on 
Aucoot Road in Mattapoisett that his grandfather had built in 
1935 and in which his mother had lived the last thirty years 
of her life. Together with Virginia, and doing most of the con- 
struction and finish work themselves, they doubled the size of 
the house and changed its character from a small cottage in the 
woods to a more functional family home. Together, they lived 
in this home until 2006 when they felt the need to downsize 
and moved into Mattapoisett village. Virginia died in 2012. 

During the 1980’s while living in Mattapoisett, he re- 
vamped the Marion Museum geology, mineralogy and fossil 
collection and used his cabinet making skills to build display 
cases to show off parts of the collection that had been stored 
out of sight for years. At the same time, he served on the 
Board of Directors of the Middleborough Historical Society 
and was a frequent contributor The Antiquarian magazine. 

Also during the 1980’s through the 2000’s, he served as a 
research genealogist with the Middleborough Library, answer- 
ing queries about family history from all over the country.

Flesh for the Inferno. Starring Anna Rizzo and 
Michael Thurber. Directed by Richard Griffin. 
Running time: 85 minutes. Showing at Route One 
Cinema Pub in North Attleboro on November 8 at 
8:00pm. 

Flesh for the Inferno is a menacing and 
evocative title for a film that works hard to earn it. 
The twentieth feature by Rhode Island filmmaker 
Richard Griffin, this is a bit of a break from 
his frequent focus on tongue-in-bloody-cheek 
grindhouse throwbacks. It gestures at vintage 
grindhouse, all right — specifically the sacrilegious 
splatterthons of Italian maestros like Lucio Fulci — 
but it takes its premise more seriously than Griffin 
usually allows. Four nuns confront a child-rapist 
priest; he shoots one and bricks the other three 
up behind a wall in their church. Sixteen years 
later, the nuns, fueled by rage and revenge, wreak 
supernatural havoc on a group who've arrived to 
clean up the church. 

Indebted though it is to the tone of Fulci 
and Mario Bava, Flesh doesn't go in for the bizarre 
incoherence that Italian horror is notorious for. 
Griffin doesn't bring everything to a standstill so he 
can show off some visual effects or his own twisted 
imagination; the script, by Michael Varrati, keeps 
things lean and mean, though not very clean. True 
to its title. Flesh can't get enough of gore and ruined 
meat. The victims, mostly young people in keeping 
with horror-film tradition, die choking and messy. 
Some of the movie is gross in a way that will please 
gorehounds and put off most others, but who else 
would go to a movie called Flesh for the Inferno ? It's 
pretty obviously not whimsical and light in the Wes 
Anderson style. 



"This is ... brutal," says a character, and some 
of Flesh is as self-aware as that line indicates. (Later, 
someone else comments on how anticlimactic the 
events are, but that turns out to be misdirection.) 
Despite that, Griffin and Varrati take a side door 
into the serious subject of predatory priests. This 
isn't Griffin's first time at the rodeo of blasphemy, 
of course -- he helmed 2009's zesty grindhouse goof 
Nun of That, starring Sarah Nicklin, who appears 
here as an amusingly cynical prostitute. I imagine 
some Catholics would rather do anything else 
than indulge Griffin's church-bashing, while other 
Catholics, especially lapsed ones, will eat it up. 

Griffin's body of work, which kicked off 
in 2000 with a criminally obscure adaptation 
of Titus Andronicus, expresses a love of cinema, 
particularly disreputable cinema. (After all, he 
adapted Titus Andronicus , Shakespeare's goriest and 
least prestigious play, not King Lear.) That's why, 
as bloody and rage-filled as Flesh for the Inferno is, 
you can still almost hear Griffin cackling behind 
the camera. He relishes working in this lurid, 
sanguinary Italian style, and his enthusiasm is 
contagious. Personality peeks through, no matter 
how grotesque or how unpleasant the scenario is, 
and that's a rare commodity that links Griffin's work 
with the movies and moviemakers he loves.

Organists. In 2009, Young recorded the first volume of the 
organ works of Henry M. Dunham, a major figure in the 
Boston area at the beginning of the 20th century, on the 
AFKA label. 

The First Congregational Church in Marion 
was built in 1841. In 1883, with support from local 
philanthropist Elizabeth Taber, a new organ by George 
S. Hutchings was commissioned and installed in 1884. 
Hutchings was prominent among American organ 
builders and built organs for the old Boston Music Hall, 
the Old South Church, and Symphony Hall.
